Where there 
ii a free Constitution, it ia impoaiible to legislate 
with effect in the teeth of public opinion, seen 
when that opinion ia nothing but an unreasonable 
prejudice, a prejudice injurioua to the real welfare 
of the country. Legislation, to be effective, 
must bo in harmony with public opinion, and 
where popular errors prevail they must bo over- 
come by the alow process of popolnt enlighten- 
ment and not by any governmental legerdemain- 
The attempt of the Cabinet *)f Victoria to do 
without the Legislature in legaliting the Sydney 
coin will only have the effect of begetting a re- 
action against the policy 10 Inaugurated, and of 
making the needful assent more difficult or 
attainment. The Parliament will not content 
to bo jilted, and thongh it is unpleasant to 
recant crrort and confass prejuiicss, tt ia lets 
humiliating than to he outmancBuvred, 

All minor considerations of offended dignity 
apart, however, it is not easy to see what valid op- 
poaitioncaab* mad* toths Government measure. 
There I) but one argument that has any fore* at 
all, and this ia stated by the ArfUt in the fol- 
lowing words:—

It is a* great for oat colony aa 
for another ; yet, though the Sydney coin hat 
now far tome time been a legal tender in New 

South Walts, Tasmania, Hongkong, Ceylon, 
and Mauritius, we hear nothing of thit alleged 
inconvenience. It may, therefore, be fairly con- 
sidered as mors Irruginary than real. We may 
add. too, (hat, as the only way of completely re- 
moving this grievance would be by making the 
coin a legal tender all over the realm, il would 
help forward thie cooaummation for the differ- 
ent colonial Legislature! to adopt tha 
coin voluntarily ; for, when curve al 
all over the colonial empire, there 
would be lets objection to allow it to pus 
in the mother-country;. The adnlasion of the 
coin to free circulation in Victoria would go 
far to give It thai pnetig* the absence of which 
ia professedly deplored. 

The real disinclination to admit the Sydney 
sovereigns, it ia not uncharitable to suppose Is 
still founded mainly in intercolnrtiat jealousy. 
We shall not be fat from the mark if we Bay 
that what would be most pleasing to our 
neighbours, would be the existence of one Aus- 
Italian Mint at Melbourne to eoln the whole 
Australian gold, and the coinage of which ahould 
have imperial currency. Failing this, the 
second most palatable arrangement would be that 
there ahould be a Mint at Melbourne 
aa well aa at Sydney. But there are sufficient 
reasons tot not adopting either of these plana 
Tha Mint exists atSydnov, and it in tatisfactory 
operation. One eetabiiahment it it admltled is 
quit* equal to all the necessities of Australia, 
and a multiplication of Mint* would only be a 
multiplication of cost* without any inctease of 
advantage. There is nothing to justify the 
expense and trouble that would be Involved in 
breaking up the present establishment and 
carrying aUtli* michinery down to Melbourne 
to be ant up there. Nothing whatever It needed 
to give to the Sydney Mint it* full 
efficacy bnt the wider recognition of ita 
toin. Experience has now sufficiently shown, 
that the advantages of an Atutrallarj 
Mint cannot be realiaed in perfection, unlet* lit 
coin have an nnrettricted imperial currency, and 
tint it may gain thia it It desirable to confine 
the manufacture to one establishment. At It 
ia, the British GoTotnment hat shown itself re- 
luctant to recognise tho Australian coinage, 
though it it hoped that that reluctance will in 
limm wive way. But it would be certainly very 
much increased if there were hair a dozen Aus- 
tralian mints tach competing with on* an oilier, 
yet each clamouring for Imperial patronage. 
The Home Government might not be unwilling, 
aa time gradually showa such a step to be both 
aafo and expedient, to acknowledge as it* 
awn the issue of one central Australian 
Mint, while tt night be unwilling 
lo uitume the same responsibility on behalf of a 
whole family of euch antipodal establish men ta. 
The character of the Sydney Mint la now 
eetahlithed. It La to the interest of all the Aus- 
tralian colonies to anetiin that reputation, and 
manifest their confidence ia it. The Home Go- 
vernment could thtn be with more grace in- 
vited to Imitate th» examplt, and would be more 
likely to comply.

In speaking 
of the country to which our fortoer reratrka weft di- 
rected, the vrriter in fr'rafr e*ya . — ' 1 Along th* valley 
of the Biskitahawan (which runs through nftean 
degree* ot longitude from th* Rocky Mountains to 
Like Winnipeg^, tt no distant period, must pass the 
tralKc from the west. If the Pacific ia ever connected 
by British territory wiih the Atlantic seaboard, the 
track must put through i gap in the Rocky Mountain!, 
near tha head waters cf the Columbia tnd 
th* Sukatchewan. These riven, one of 
which flowa westward into the Pacific, 
and th* other outward to the Atlantic, 
rise to near each other that Sir George Simpson waa 
abla to gll his kettle for breakfast from both at tha 
same time. The country i* magnificent, and is varied 
with Immense plains, woods, and mountain*. It ia 
watered by innumerable fltreanu, and abounds in wild 
animtli and Bib."

Take a recent instance of a aliipovmer i he gives, to 
cover his balance duo to hia banker or ether creditor, 
some hslf'dozcn vessels in pledge ; bur, the tre.lit.tr 
omitting to tika due prociution* a* to the roguttirr, the 
crafty debtor Belli all the six, pockets the price, 
tnd leaves his creditor's iccurity worth 
absolutely nothing." Tha French code 
viaita with levcre punishment all offences 
of this description ; but in thia country tbe fraudulent 
btnker or other like delinquent la only i debtor, and 
hu mfroly to atind an exituinatlon hy the Bankruptcy 
Cammiasionm, instead of in the deck at the Old 
Bslley. Tt hnn become absolutely necessary, for the 
preaervttion of onr commercial reputation end tbe pro- 
taction of the public, that specific penal enactment!
